Grand Duke Nicholas Not to Be Gen 
eralissimo Because of Connec­ 
tion With Romanoffs. 


A motto that every farmer

South should adopt It, “A legume crop 
for every acre every year.”

to continue to grow our big crops of 
corn and oats and cotton?” 
The an­ 
swer Is that not only can we continue 
to grow our regular staple crops, but 
by planting a legume^crop on every 
art* every year we can grow bigger 
and better 
grain and cotton 
crops 
than ever before, and grow them at a 
greater net profit. 
I^et's see: 
1. 
In the first place, every cotton 
middle in the South, regardless of the 
crop to be planted the following year, 
should be planted to crimson clover in 
the fall. 
It will cover and enrich the 
land during the winter and be plowed 
under in the spring. 
We know of no 
quicker, surer 
or 
more economical 
way than this to double the yield of 
succeeding crops. 
2. 
Every field of corn in the South 
should at the same time be growing 
a crop of cowi>eas, velvet beans or 
peanuts. 
Such a practice means an 
abundance of plant food and 
stock 
feed. 
3. 
Every oat and wheat crop should 
be followed with peas, beans or ies- 
pedeza. 
4. 
Finally, every 
foot of 
pasture 
land should be occupied with lespe 
deza or burr clover along with Ber 
muda.—The Progressive Farmer.

The vessel was owned by the Ocean

She left here January 23 for Havre, 
France, with
